AN ORDINANCE AMENDING TITLE 7, 

CHAPTER 70, SECTION 70.33 (C) OF THE 

FORT WAYNE CODE OF ORDINANCES. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Pursuant to I.C. 9-29-4-2(3)(B), 
Title 7, Chapter 70, Section 70.33 (C) of the Fort Wayne 
Code of Ordinances is amended as follows: 
§ 70.33 CERTIFICATE OF TITLE INSPECTIONS. 

(C) COLLECTION, remittance of fees. The Police 
Officer making the inspection is authorized to collect 
such fees and shall remit such fees daily to the Chief of 
Police or his duly authorized representative. Pursuant 
to I.C. 9-29-4-2(3) (B) the Chief of Police or his duly 
authorized representative shall remit such fees monthly 
to the City Controller, who shall deposit such fees in 
the Local Law Enforcement Continuing Education Fund. 

SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after its passage and any

General Provisions 9

(C) It shall be the particular duty of the City 
Traffic Engineer to: 


(1) Designate crosswalks and safety zones 
and mark traffic lanes in accordance with § 70.16. 


(2) Place tum markers, buttons or signs in 
accordance with § 71.03. 

(3) Determine turn restrictions in 
accordance with § 71.03. 


(4) Devise one-way streets and alleys in 
accordance with § 71.02 


(5) Erect stop signs on through streets in 
accordance with § 71.16. 


(6) Determine angle parking locations in 
accordance with § 72.02(A).

§ 70.33 CERTIFICATE OF TITLE INSPECTIONS. 


(A) Police officers authorized to inspect vehicles. 
Pursuant to IC 9-1-2-1, Police Officers of the Police 
Department are authorized to inspect motor vehicles, 
semi-trailers and recreational vehicles to verify the 
facts set forth in the application for certificate of title 
for such vehicles. 


(B) Inspection fee. The Police Department is 
hereby authorized to charge a fee in the sum of $5 for 
each vehicle inspected. Such fee shall be charged to 
the owner of such vehicle(s) for the inspection 
verification of the facts set forth in the application for 
such certificate of title for such vehicle(s). 


R/ (C) Collection, remittance of fees; vehicle 
inspection fund. The Police Officer making the 
inspection is authorized to collect such fees and shall 
remit such fees dailv to the Chief of Police or his dulv 
authorized representative. The Chief of Police or his 
dulv authorized representative shall remit such fees 
monthiv to the Citv Controller, who shall deposit such 
fees in a dedicated Vehicle Inspection Fund which can 
be appropriated only for law enforcement purposes. 


(D) Receipt for fee. A receipt for the citv title 
and inspection fee shall be given to the owner paving 
such fee with a duplicate copv of such form retained 


bv the Police Department.

ENFORCEMENT; ARREST PROCEDURE 


$ 70.48 AUTHORITY OF POLICE OFFICERS; 
MEMBERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT TO ASSIST 
POLICE OFFICERS. 


(A) It shall be the dutv of the officers of the 
Police Department of the citv to enforce all street traffic 
laws of the citv and all state vehicle laws applicable to 
street traffic in this citv. 


(B) Officers of the Police Department are herebv 
authorized to direct all traffic in conformance with all 
traffic laws and regulations; provided, that in the event 
of a fire or other emergency, to expedite traffic or to 
safeguard pedestrians, the officers shall direct traffic as 
conditions mav require, notwithstanding the provisions 
of the traffic laws and regulations. 


(C) Members of the Fire Department, when at the 
scene of a fire, mav direct or assist the Police in 
directing the traffic thereat or in the immediate vicinitv 
thereof.

$ 70.48 PROCEDURE FOR ARREST. 


Except when authorized or directed under the 
state law to immediatelv take a person arrested for a 
violation of anv traffic law before a magistrate, anv 
police officer, upon making an arrest for violation of the 
state traffic laws, this chapter or other traffic 
ordinances of this citv, shall take the name, address 
and operator's license number of the alleged violator 
and the registered number of the motor Vehicle 
involved, shall issue to him in writing, on the form 
provided bv the Citv Clerk, pursuant to $ 70.48, a 
notice to answer to the charge against him at a place 
and at a time at least five davs after such arrest to be 
specified in the notice and forthwith release the person 
arrested from custodv. The officer shall send one copv 
of such notice to the Captain of the Traffic Division or 
Records Bureau and one copy to the Traffic Violations 
Bureau.
